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MAIN POLITICAL REPORT 


To the Membership of the Revolutionary Communist Party of the USA, 
adopted at the Founding Congress of the RCP, 1975, 


Comrades! 


The Party of the U.S. working class, tts Revolutionary Communist Party, 
has been founded at this Congress: This represents the most important advance 
of the working class in this country {n nearly 20 years, since the betrayal by 
the revisionist "Communist Party." This historic event is taking place in 
the situation where the inpertalist system, in this country and worldwide, is 
in great and growing crisis and the struggle of the working class, in the U.S. 
and internationally, 1s making great strides, despite increasing hardship, 
difficulties and dangers, including the growing danger of world war. 


- This emphasizes for the Party the very solemn responsibility of unit- 
ing with the Struggles of the millions of workers and other oppressed people 
in this country and leading these struggles toward the goal of proletarian 
revolution--to overthrow U.S. imperialism and make the greatest possible con- 
tributton to enancipating humanity forever from the evils, suffering and de- 
Struction caused by capitalism, to abolish class society conipletely and usher 
in @ whole new era in human history, This report sets forth the basic guide- 


lines the Party, 4 ploaicaly, politically and oraanizationally, carrying 
Out this task in the perfod ahead, It covers three main areas: on the orlen- 
tation of the Party; on the situation and our tasks; and on some basic organi- 
zational questions, methods of work and methods of leadership. 


ON THE ORIENTATION OF THE PARTY 4 
The formation of the Party is the product of the struggle of the masses 
Of people, first and foremost the working class--this 1s not just a slogan — 
but expresses 4 profound truth, And with the formation of the Party the 
Struggle in this country enters a new period, where the working class has 
its own general staff capable of leading it according to an understanding 


uf the-nature of the class war against the ruling class and in accordance 
with an overall battle plan. 


The Party is not a “party of the left," it 1s not oriented toward the 
petty bourgeois “Movement"--which, 1n taking the stand of the petty bourgeoisie, 
Stands for the past. Instead the Party must riented towerd the workin 


class, which represents the future of humanity. This means that the Party ' 
must fundamentally evaluate itself not in Opposition to various petty bourgeois 
tendencles and Opportunists who represent them, but in terms of the needs, de- 
nands, struggles and revolutionary interests of the working class. It might 
seem very easy--for a while--to “look good" by comparing ourselves with the 


petty bourgeois opportunists. But such an orientation serves the bourgeoisie 
and not the proletariat, The Party, as the advanced detachment of the working 


class, 1s concerned not with such “looking good," which fs cheap end self-- 
serving, but witi the ers to ft tion, un- 
leashing the working class in its millions to carr toric role of

nd "The Party must be bold in criticizing its own mistakes and thorough in 


correcting them. This is a key part of learning from the masses and educating 
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With the formation of the Party, there is no longer such a thing as 
the “communist movement"-~-~but the Party itself as THE AUVANCED DETACHMENT OF 
THE WORKING CLASS. 


At the beginning of the past period communist forces arose mainly out- 
side the working class and had at that time little connection with the work- 
ing class. The task at that time was to begin the process of merging commu- 
nis with the actual struggle of the working class, Tinking the conaunists 
with the working class, and building communtst organization with ties with 
the working class--in the course of battle. 


Without carrying out this task it would have been impossible to lay 
the basis for forming the Party of the working class, impossible to develop 
the Programme for the revolutionary struggle of the working class in the U.S., 
‘and impossible to form a single, disciplined, Leninist-type organization of 
with roots in the working class and capable of acting as the general staff 
of the working class. And without carrying out this task, it would have: 
‘been impossible for the genuine communist forces to take up theory in a 
: living way, linking it with practice, to correctly wage ideological struggle, 
»  $trengthen thelr proletarian ortentation, and defeat opportunist lines. 


A crucial part of this development has been the strugale to make a 
rupture with the tendency to tail after--and even promote-- bourgecis nation 
alism of the oppressed nationalities which, in the past perfod, has repeat- 
edly posed an obstacle to the further development of communist forces and 
the deepening of thei tit : : : r

lying at the foundation of ali these deviations, and the continuing struggle 

against them, has been the basic question of class stand and ortentation-- 

the question of grasping that the working class 1s the only truly revolu- 

tionary class in opposition to various petty bourgeois Schemes based on a

through the struggle to form the Party, culminating in this founding Party 
Congress, But does that mean that ideologically,politically and organiza- 
tionally, the task of proletarianizing the Party is over or that the problem 
a orientation has been fully solved?

And WITHIN THE PARTY ITSELF we must develop the initiative of com- 
rades from the working class, who have come forward out of the struggles 
Of the working class, have broad and deep ties with other workers and there- 
fore are capable, as Stalin said, of "bringing the proletariat with them,“ 
More and more of these workers are coning forward, taking up the ideology 
Of their class and becoming conmunists. But such comrades still represent 
a minority of the Party. This situation must be Changed, in order for the 
Party to develop and strengthen its role as the advaticed detachment of the 
working class, 


Basically this must be done throuch te course of deepening the Party's 
ties as a4 whole with the working class, In the process of struggle. But in 
this process the Party must rely especially on such comrades from the working 
class and learn from them--and from comrades from intellectual and petty bour- 
geois backgrounds who themselves have Set an example fn learning from and 
baled up as their own the qualities and outlook that characterize the pro- 

' Jetariat as a class. . 


Our aim must be to bufld the Party as the vanguard of the working class, 
in Vine and in composition. [n an overall sense, ideological and political 
line is decisive, and it is because the line of our Party represents the 
working class that it is in fact the vanguard of the working class. But, 
there is a dialectical relationship between the line of a Party and its com- 
position--the class origins of its menbers and their life experience as part 
of one class or another. In other words, we must recognize and deal with 
the contradiction between the line of our Party--which represents the prole- 
tarjat--and the SOCIAL BASE (class composition) of the Party~--which {s mainly 
drawn from non-proletarfan strata at this time. 


As with all contradictions it will move in one direction or the 
other--either we apply the correct ideological and political line and trans- 
form the composition of the Party, or, in the tong run, the social base will 
transform the line from one representing to one oppes ing the interests and 
outlook of the working class. To put it ina nutshell: over the Jong run 
the Party of the working class cannot be made up mainly of people from the 

etty b 2Oisie, but must be based ainong and made up main opi in 
the working class itself. Proletarianizing the Party in. composition is a 
long-term task, but it cannot be put off--the Party must take up the task now 
as a major question and continue to advance on this front. 


~~ This 1s a fundamental point and ts directly related to the Marxist 
understanding of the relationship between practice and theory and between 
base and superstructure, In particular, it is directly related to the fact 
that Marxism-Leninism {s the ideology of the working class and no other class, 
that it reflects the position of the working class in society, its role in 
producticn and its struggle to break the chains of capitalism, liberate the 
productive forces and finally “sash all social chains enslaving the producers 
and shackling production itself," as ‘our Party's Programme puts it. 
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In other words, Marxism-Leninism is not called PROLETARIAN IDEOLOGY 
for nothing; it is not revolutionary ideology “up in the sky" or based on 
any social ygruup that might profess it--especially intel lectuals--but is 
rooted in the real, material struggle of the proletartat against the bour- 
geoisie. As one veteran Chinese worker beautifully summed it up te comrades 
visiting that country recently, "When you take Marxism-Leninism to the work- 
ing class, you are taking it HOHE." 


Comrades who have cone from other classes must DESERT their class and 
join the proletariat wholeheartedly. It won't do to try to combine two into 
one--give part of yourself to the working class but hold back another part, 
have “working class" on your lips but still hold the petty bourgeoisie 
dear in your heart, and in your actions. This is so for comrades on all 
levels--and. it is especially important for cowrades in jJeading positions, 


. At the same time, as Mao Tsetung points out, even comrades from the 
working class need remolding too. This is because, even though their posi- 
tion in society and l1fe-experience is proletarian, nevertheless they live 
in class soclety and are influenced by the ideology of the bourgeotste. 


’ And more, while they may have basic class feelings and elementary understand-

ing of class society, they must raise this to RATIONAL KNOWLEDGE through the 
study of Marxism-Leninism. It won't do to leave this to the intellectuals!

Beyond 
that, their method of struggle within the Party--their militant attitude, 


combined with the approach of se¢king unity, with the aim of achieving the

to identify more clearly the real enemy and to grasp the road forward, out of 
the misery and enslavement of capitalism. 


These are qualitias characteristic of the proletariat as a class, and 
not of workers as individuals. They are qualities that stem from the role 
of the working class in production and socfety as a whole, But, as comrades 
come forward from the working class, and consciously take up the {ideology of 
their class, they can and must be mobilized as a leading social force in im- 
buing the whole Party and all of its members with these qualities, exactly 
because of their life expertence as part of the proletariat. 
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All this does not mean that we should turn inward into some kind of 
self-cultivation to make everyone in the Party “perfect proletarians'-~ 
raising little communists in a hot house. Exactly the opposite is called 
for. We must grasp and apply the lin arty to lea 1 
the working class in its millions, and recruit ever greater numbers of 
workers to our ranks, train them as revolutionary leaders and further pro- 


letarianize the entire Party in the closest connection with developing the 
revolutionary movement of the working class as a whole. 


In this light, struggle against petty bourgeois deviations and bour- 
geois ideology both inside and outside the Party, must, of course, continue 
and even intensify, but it must be unfolded around the task of linking the 

rty wi cla eper r é 
masses of workers, The Party will have to continue to expose opportunists, 
but this too will be unfolded around the task of building mass struggle, 
and will be aimed at the main representatives of the enemy within the workers’ 

movement and the overall struggle at any given time. 


The Party cannot, however, spend its time in the same kind of polemics 
that were necessary for communists to conduct in the past against the petty 
bourgeois opportunists who have called themselves the "New Communist Move- 
ment." Polemicizing extensively against their opportunist lines was neces- 
sary in the old pertod as an important part of laying the basis for forming 
the Party. But that task has now been accomplished, the Party has been 
formed, we have entered the new period; and we will deal with these types, 

‘other opportunists, and the tehdencies they represent, as they pose them- 
selves as obstacles to building the actual struggle of the working class, 
building a united front under the leadership of the working class, and ad- 
vancing toward the revolutionary goal. Where it is necessary to expose them, 
however, we must do this in-a thorough and scientific way, showing the CLASS 
te of their opportunism and hel 1@ masses 0 dis 
the outlook and interests of the proletariat as a class from all other classes 
and strata in society.

actly because these machines which cost large svus of money, produce no new 
value for the capitalists.”

This is especially marked. today 
where the rate of profit fas fallei sharply over the last few years,

paras{tism--through greater taxation and government spending, and monetary 


‘policies. that. havefwoled inflation, In the past they have been able to 
pull out of the "recessicns" temporarily, lergely beacause of their dominant 


position in the impertalist sustem world-wide and their ability to “export” 


_ aspects of their crisis to both capitalist and Third World countries--in- 


tensifying their exploitation in those countries and making them bear the 

byrden of inflation and tha coatinyal -collavse of the capitalist monetary 

system, All this has been tecked up by the military might of U.S. impertal- 
but beginning with its defeat in Korea and accelerating with its even 


greater defeat in Indochina, the military might of U.S. imperialism has suf- 


fered: great blows, and its cconomic mighi has declined In dtalectical rela- 
tionship with this--eech affecting the other, tn a downward spiral. The Tet 
(Offensive by the Vietnamese people in 1958 is a clear example of this--for

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this body blow against the armed ferces of U.S. imperialism encouraged 
rival capitalist countries, many of which were gaining in economic strength 
relative to U.S. impertalisui, toe demand changes in the capitalist monetary 
system, weakening the position of the dollar. 


In this same context, the growing trend of Third World countries to 
unite in rig beatae to the economic domination cf impertalism has both been 
Stimulated by the military defeats of U.S. imperialism and has in turn weak- 
ened U.S. imperialism's position, economically as well as militarily. The 
Arab 01% boycott, during the Mid-East War of 1973 and the continuing demand 
for higher prices for ofl and other raw materials by Third World countries-- 
which are major exporters of these raw materials--as well as demand for sea 
rights, and other similar struggles, have also clearly intensified the 
crisis of U.S. imperialism and the whole impertalist system. 


Even the more recent efforts of U.S. imperialism to force other coun- 
tries to bear the burden of the crisis--dollar devaluations, trade l{mita- 
tions and tariffs, etc.--have, overall, led to greater difficulties for 

S. impertalism and to more chaos and turmoi] within the imperialist sys- 
ten as a whole. For these measures may weaken the economic position of 
other capitalist countrtes, but this in turn undercuts “the market for U5. 

capital’ which is heavily invested within these economies. And it adds to 
the growing rivalry, both between the U.S. imperialists and the capitalists 
of these other countries and among the U.S. impertalists themselves who have 
the bulk of their investments concentrated in different sectors of the eco- 
nomy within these various countries. 


“To sum up this point: the present crisis is a world-wide crisis of 
the imperialist system, the first such crists since the first world econo- 
mic crisis of the '30s and the war and redivision of the world among the 
imperialists that followed it. The conditions of the crisis in each of the 
capitalist countries react upon each other due to the interdependence of 

the whole imperialist system. This crisis will continue to deepen-~although 
it develops unevenly in different countries--both within the U.S. and within 
the imperialist system as a whole. The options and inaneuvering room of the 
U.S. imperialists are lessening and will continue to do so, despite ups aid 
aowns in the situation. 


A clear example of the deepening of the crisis is the fact that the 
Stagnation of the U.S. economy is now reaching into the heart of the pro- 
ducer goods section. 


‘For example, the steel industry, which for a time continued to have 
almost full capacity output and high profits, is now forced to cut back dras- 
‘tica}ly and is moving in the direction of massive layoffs. 


For a short time, even in the face of deepening crisis, the producer 
goods section--or parts of it--may be able to continue near capacity produc- 
tion, even expand, but as the crisis continues and people are able ta buy 
fewer and fewer consumer: goods, this inevitably leads to a cutback in orders 
for machinery, etc. from the capitalists who produce consumer geods--for ex- ° 
ample, auto cuts back on its order for steel, rubber, and so on, housing cuts 
back orders’ for construction materials, atc.

This accelerates the downward spiral of the economy--more workers laid 
off in producer goods sections nieans less overall consumption in society, 

, leading to more cutbacks, ete., all coupled, of course, with even more wild 


tO push out or gobble up other capital, even ot 
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scrambling among the various cepitalists to more intensively exploit the 
existing markets in the U.S. end markets in other countries, toe drive out 
and wipe out competition, etc. And so it goes, and is going. 


At the sane time, the ruling class is faced with the sharpening con- 

tradiciton that 1t nacds sperding--in particular, government spending--to 
_ Stimulate the economy, but such spending and similar measures (such as the 
easing of credit ratas), fuel inflation, which along with other problems it 
creates or intensifies, leads to less overall consumption--since it amounts 
in fact £0 a wage cut for the messes of people. And along with this, the 
overnment, where {t 1s engaging in such spending--and it 13 doing so on @ 
arge scale, running up the government deficit, despite the further problems 
this creates for the economy~--is_act pital hery 
night t astment. This is so where the government has floated 
bond issues with higher Interest yields than even large companies, such as 
General Motors, are willing, or abte, to offer for investing in their opera- 
tions, (So investors go for the government's bonds, instead of investing 

in GM, etc.) And the tremendous borrowing of companies Tike GM to bolster 
their rate of profit through new investment (aimed at grabbing more of the 
market) has contributed to major liquidity problems--that 1s, inability to 
pey back past debts and finance naw investments. 


. And yet another centradiction--the government (Federal Reserve). {s 
trying to have banks keep more cpattal reserves on hand, to guard against 
fatiures--such as the failure of Franklin National in 1974, the 14th largest 
mark in the U.S. at that tima, But this means that corporations can utilize 

ess capital for investment. 


"Through all this complicated picture emerges once again the ANARCHY 
OF CAPITALISM and the cleas fact that U.S, imperialism, together with the 
whole imperialist system, worldwide, is enmeshed in a deepening crisis--a 
real crisis end not simply a “downturn in the business cycle," And the di- 
Sete DOWN, despite whatever temporary and partial "ups" there may be 
W n S, 


This maans two things: (1) greater efforts to intensify the exploit- 
ation of the workers employed 1n this country--and hand in hand with this 
growing numbers of unemployed workers who cannot be profitably employed-- 
and intensified exploitation of vorking people in other countries; and 

2) more cut-throat cciipetition among the capitalists, within the U.S. and 

nternationally. Among the capitalists in the U.S. there will be, and al- 
ready are, increasing numbers of bankrupteles and mergers, as the most power- 
ful crush and/or grab up the weaker firms, Especially hard hit already, and 
. certain to be harder hit as the crisis deepens, are the petty capitalists, 

who are being forced out of business at an accelerating rate--both in indus- 
try and in agriculture. 


Another trend which has been growing with the crisis 1s increasin 
state control within the econony, This 18 already taking the form of sub- 
sidizing major companies and promoting and organizing mergers--even govern-

But most fundamental wiil be the fist of the capitalist class and its 
State aimed dfractly against the working class to increase the rate of ex- 
ploitatton, This will mean en intensification of speedup-~"productivity"-- 


- and enforced overtime, together with wage cuts. Al} this will continue to 


come dowh together with sore aad more layofis, 


| Why doce this happen? Because as the crisis deepens--as unseld goods 
pile up and investment opportunities dry up--1t becomes less profitable to 
operate at the old lavel oft production, Machines lie unused. Unemployment 
mounts, Contraction sets in. But pregisely because cach capitalist tries 
to secure and expand his share of tha shrinking market, competition be- 
tween them intensifies. Each tries to increase his rate of profit faster . 
than the other, because anly to the extent that each capitalist can wrin 
more surplus value relative to the total amount of capitel invested can be 


Stay in the running for the diminishing spoils, 


As this competition heats up in the context of the overall slowdown, 


some capitalists go under. St{11 more workers lose jobs, And the compe- 


titive battlas between capitalists to intensify the ee of the 
workers continues, So the spiral goes: growing unenployment, stepped up 
exploitation, as the contraction eepene “And as en Hevea and unemploy-~ 
ment grow, the capitalists try to take advantage of this to beat down the 


wages and conditions of tha oiployed worktrs even further, 


This will mean dnereasing use of the vartous agencies of the state 
to suppress tha struggles of the workers--outlawing of strikes in "strategic 
industries," (which will be an ever e.panding category), compulsory arbitra- 
tion around fiore and more contracts and contract issues, such as health and 
safety and pensions (this is already betng talkad about seriously); and, of 
course, more and more vicious use of the armed forces of the bourgeois state 
to break strikes and suppress workers' struggles, 


Combined with this, of course, will be the increasing role of the top 


». unton officials to sabotage and shackle the struggle of the working class, 


IW. Abel'sscab no-strike egreemant and tha extension of it: to 1980 is a 
clear example of this trend. But atong with that are steps such as the 
"master agraenant" which is presently being “explored” by the heads of the 
Operating Engineers union and the Assoctated General Contractors, who are 
talking about such @ master agreemant to cover some 120,000 construction 
workers in 13 western states~-a move they hope will curb strikes and in- 
crease productivity.

The recent paricd in this country has seen a tramendous upsure of he 
rank and file. In 1974, workers feught back with tremendous fury, with 
more Strikes--5900--than tn avy previous bod in US history. In Some 
cases these were wore “token” strikes called by union offictals for a brief 
period to “prave® that thsy wore ready to fight fer the workers Interests. 
But even this testi7ics to tha angar end militancy of the rank and file, 
which farced such gesturos fros tia union “leaders. * . 


In 1976, thera have boan fever strikes than in 1974. This is partly 
becausé there were far fawsr contracts up in '75 than the previous year. 
It is also due, in part, to the fact that workers are increasingly forced 
with massive layoffs and even those still at work are under the constant 
threat of unemployment. 


But, another major fector is tha traachery of the union officials, 
who along with the bourgeoisie, were scared to death by the strike weve of 
1974 and the potential strength of the working class represented in this 
strike waye, and wiio have taken steps, such as those summarized eariter, to 
~ghacklecthe rank and file end prevent strikes, while furthering the ex- 
ploitation of the workers. 


But despite this treachery, and other factors contributing to a de- 
crease of the number of strikes in 1975 ag cowpered to '74, the th of 
strikes tn 1975 (es indicated by figures for the first part of the year) 
was greater than the average in '74. Thies shows the determination of the

working class in this country, it is also driving them to intensify their 
exploitation throughout tha world, and te contend with other capitalist pow- 
ers, most especially tha other imperialist superpower, in their mad scramble 
for profit. And more than that, it is driving the imperialist powers, and 
especially the two superpowers, toward a thie¢d world war.

_ Obviously, the outbreak of such a war would create new conditions for 
the struggle of the working class in this and all countries. And, at the 
prea time, the growing danger of world war the nia responsibilities 

efore the Party of the working class, especially in this country, which is 
one of the two superpowers. 


It 1s therefore crucial for our Party to have itself and arm the masses 
with a correct understanding of the contention between the two superpowers, 
the struggle against thew, and the relation of this to world war and to re~ 
volution, in this country and world-wide. 


At present not only is it the case that contention between the two. 
superpowers is principal over collusion but this contention {s increasing | 


rR S Lo 
all the time--as can be seen by events in Europe, the Hiddle East, Cyppus, 
Greece, Turkey, Portugal and other parts of the world. This contention fs 
characterized by the fact that the U.S. imperialists are trying desparately 
to hold onto their position--end in military terms te sacure a “defense 
perimeter” in the world--while tha Soviet soctal-imperialists are just 43 
ri ty aakar Sara out everywhere, tryiag to take advantage of the decline 
of U.S. taperialisa to grab up new arcas. 


The U.S. Impertalists are trying to waintain the present world status 
Pe because in terms of division of “spheres of influence’ among the Trper- 
alists--specifically aneng the two superpowers=--thay still hold an advantage 
over the Soviet soctal-{iperislists. In other words, the present division 
Still reflects, to a considarable degree, and earlier time in the post Ww II 
period, when U.S. imperialis@ was in a much wore powerful position, and was 
apparently undisputed strong man emong the impertalist powers. 


. ‘The Soviet soctal-imperialists, driven by the same laws as the U.S. 

- Wwpertalists, and with « weaker position economical ly--especially tn terss 

> Of. machinery and other cepitel goods and capital exports--are on the offen- 
sive, needing to:change the present division just as desperately as the U.S. 
imperialists need to watntain it (and, in the final analysis, to expand). 


7 Europe, as the Chinese Cowaunist Party has pointed out, fs the focal 
point of this contention, while areas like the Middle East and the Mediter- 
Yanean are the flanks of Eurepe and thus play » cructal part, militarily end 
economically, in this contention. For example, the oil reserves of the Mid- 
die East are of strategic importanee not att in terms of economic domination 
of Eurape (as well as Japan), which is heavily dependent on this of1, but 
also in military terms--monopely of oil is @ tremendous advantage in war. 
The Mediterranean is cructal as a “gateway“ to several continents, a vital 

area to control in tarsus of aconemic trade AKD naval activity in @ war. 

Khy is Europe the focal point? Because, as our Party's Programs 
points out, “it 1s in Europe that vast economic, political and military pow- 
er 1s based, which the superpowers must seek to contrai." In particular, 
‘the U.S. imperialists have tremendous fnvectaents in Western Europe, and 
this has increased in racent yeers, e pecially with the defeat of the U.S. 
imperialists in Indochine and the upsurge of phe ie throughout the Third 
World. This has convinced many of tha U.S. capitalists that, while they 
must continue to dominate the Third World and make superprofits from exploit- 
ing it wherever possible (and expand their domination and explottation in the 
Third World wherever possible), Europe represents a sore “stable” and more 
strategic area for investment and exploitation. But this emphasizes the need 
of the U.S. imperialists to “secure” Europe (and, along with it, Japan--which 
1s a major reason She U.S. impertalists are determined to keep--and if posst- 
_ ble extend--their domination in Korea), 


The Soviets, on the other hand, are on the offensive in Europe, hav- 
ing at present more firm control, econonically, politically and militarily, 
over their “sphere of influance” fn Eastern Europe then the U.S. imperialists 
have in Western Europe. And the Soviets are making use of revistonist parties 
in Western Europe as “fifth columns" for their offensive there. 


Portugal today is a clear example of this tactic. And as Portugal 
shows, the Soviet social-impertalists have drawn the lesson from Chile that 
they need “armed revistonism” to carry out their interests in other coun~ 
tries~-as indicated by the attention the revisionist party 1s playing in Por- 
tugal to building « base of control in the bourgeois arty. : 

Har is the continuation of politics by other means, and the fact that 
the Soviet Union is ovarall on the offensive makes it more likely that 
a war in Europe or on {ts fianks will break out with Soviet military 
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action. This may well come not as a simple invasion, but in the form 

- of “puppet for “socfalist revolution"+-ravisionist parties loyal to 
‘the Soviet Union leading or taking part in coup attempts. This makes the 
international situation, and the struggle against the two superpowers, 
all the sore complicated. At the sane time, it ia impottant to realize 
that the U.S. imperialists cannot afford continual economic and political 
setbacks, especially at the hands of the New Tsars, and may be forced 

to take the first step in extending political contention to war. 


The greater Tiklihood of Soviet attack starting a new world war does NOT 
mean that the correct strategy is to UNITE WITH THE U.S. IMPERIALISTS TO 
MAINTAIN THE PRESENT WORLD STATUS QUO AND DIVISION OF “SPHERES OF INFLUENCE.” 
Such a line would do great damage to the ae aga|@ of the working class in 
this country and internationally. And it would be all the more disastrous 

in the event of world war, expecially if such a war starts with a Soviet 
thrust-- ve the appearance that the U.S. counterattack was “defense 
against Soviet aggression." 


_ fa séch a case, especially, it would be crucial to go beyond app- 
earance to essence--to examine, as Lenin stresses, the class basis and the 
- economics and politics that gave rise to such a war. In other words, our 
‘Party hes the duty to are the messes of people 
understanding that, regardless of who fired the first shot, a war between 
the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. can only be the extension cf their conflict for 
domination and plunder. 


But we can only carry out this duty, and counter the propaganda of 
the U.S. imperialists, by exposing the nature of superpower contantion now 
and building the class struggle against’ the U.S. {wpertalsts here while 
supporting the world-wide struggle against tha two rep agree The correct 
strat ig to build the united front against imperialism aimed at THE 
TWO SUPERPOWERS-~"to bui%d the broadest united front, om a world scale, atmed 
at the ruling classes of these two superpowers, while at the semettine 

uniting all who ccn be united within each country to continue the battle 
for soctalise revolution." (Party Programme) a_i 


This strategy of aiuing the spearhead at the two superpowers furthers 
the struggle of the international proletariat by making more difficulties 
for the superpowers, making use of contradictions among the fapertalists 
encouraging splits within the imperialist blocs, and making it more difficult 
for the two og aga beth to collude to suppress struggles against then, 
and to carry their contention to ¢he stage of world war. Of course, as long 
as there is impartalism it will produce war, and the danger of world war 
can only be eliminated with the elimination of impertal isa. 

But, as Mao Tseturg hae stated, in calling attention to the danger 
of world war, there are two possibilities; either world war will give rise 
to revolution or revolution will prevant world war. The united front 
against imperialism, aimed at the two superpowers, in making more diff- 
{culties for the two superpowers and increading the turmofl within the 
imperialist system as a whole, also helps to make tha conditions for rev- 
olution more favorable both in the Third World, and in the imperialist 
countries, including the two superpowers themselves. 


| The Programse of our Party states, “either the working class in the 
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U.S. and the Soviet Union will prevent such a war by overthrowing these 
greatest oppressors, in conjuaction with tha world-wide struggle against 
them, or thay will lauach a world war before thay can be overthrow. But 
aven if they launch such «@ war, with all the suffering it will bring te 
the people throughout the world, this will only hasten their own ‘downfall. 
and the end of faperiatica."' :

The. Party must build its main base awong the exployed workers, but 
must also.concentrate work akong the unemployed and unite the struggles of 
emp loyed_and unemployed workers.

_ The Party's basic concentration must be in large scale industries 
with specific focus in strategic industries which are already unionized In 
the main;.but at the sase tine, secondary to this, it must take up the 
- task of organizing the unergen zed, ina systematic way, concentrating In 

a key industry (or a few industries) and persevering to make a breakthrough 
that can be built o@f and spread. 


And the Party muet concentrate its forces in the working class, but 
at the seme time it wust work among other strata, among all social movements, 
-and vee proletarian leadership in these movements, to build the booad- 
rE he e united front under the leadership of the working class and 

ts Party. 


One of the most important questioné for the Party in carrying out 

. this work ts the role of workers’ organizations that are intermediate 

between the trade unfons and the Party. Our Party's Programme stresses 
that these organizations are not a substitute for either the trade unlons 
or the Par ut are “an important organizational fora in which communists 
can unite with advanced workers to build the unfted front under proletartan 
leadership.” 


But these organizations can play this role only if they are rooted 
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in the plants and other work places and play @ leading role ia the struge 
gle there, as well as ane up major arava! es arising in the eega, or 
tha country 63 a whole, applying the “single spark" mathed and as the 
Programme states, “gobllize masses of workers in these struggles end 
develop thes into campaigns of the working class."

a What is the correct relationship between such area-wide workers’ 
organizations and organizations within iddividual plants or industries? 
The trade unfoza are organized at industry lines, This reflects the 
actual organization of the workers in production. Therefore, it 1s tw- 
portent to develop workers? organizations that ere also based elong in- 
dustrial lines, AND to link these with area-wide workers' organizations. 
Our aim should be to WORK TOWARD establishing plant and industry-wide or- 
ganizations as branches of the aeeaé-wide organization. In some casees 
this will mean affillating already existing organizations in plants 
and industries, or at least many of the workers active in these organ- 
izations, to the area-wide organizationg as branches of it. In seme 
other cases, it will mean that these erea-wide organizations will play 
an fwportant role in astablishing organizations fn plants or even indus~- 
. tries where the Party, for various reasons--including the difficulty of 
getting Jobs--has not been able to place cadre. 


- « At the sama time, howaver, we must guard against the tendency to 
treat this mechanically. Grganization must serve the purpose of develop- 
ing struggle. In different situations, the level of struggle, and of 
consclousness, differs... And the ralation of organtzations inpplants 
and tndustries to area-wide.workers' organizations will have ta be de- 


| termined according to the actual conditions and development of the struggle. 


The Party itself must initiate and build organization inpplants 
and industry, and while working to link this with ares-wide organtzation 
must guerd against the tardwacy to see such area-wide organization e@& an, 
other fora of intermediate organization as THE ONLY form through which the 
Party does its work in the plants and industries. To take the line of 
“everything through the intermediate organizations” 18 in fact to liquidate 
the leading role of the Party. Only the Party can determine the overall 
needs of the class struggle at any point. Only the Party can thoroughly 
sua up the struggle of the working class et each point and daterwine the main 
focus and concentration of the struggle. And only the Party can lead 
the struggle to its final goal of proletarian revolution. 


The basic approach of working toward linking organization tn plants 
and industrées with ares-wide fatermediate workers‘ organizations 1s the 
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overall eethod we must use, once the basis for the area-wide organization 
exists, and'as wa are buldding organization in the plants and industries 

&ad bullding toward area-wide organizetion. Gut at the present tima, tn 

most places, no such area-wide organization get exists, and the question 

before us is how to lay the basis for thea out of the actual Struggle of 

the working class and the actual work of the Party. 


. Keeping tn mind the ida that the purpose of organization is 
to build the struggle, and keeping fd mind, on that basis, the goal of 
butiding area-wide intereediate organizations ag a key force for the class 
struggle throughout the country, wa must bo guided by the following basic 
points; ; 


*We must always kaep in mind the ain bf buliding erea-wide intermed- 
fate workers’ organizations, but we iiust base outselves on what {1s possible 


~ and will really advance the struggle under the actual conditions at any 


given time, 


ae *In accordance with the developnant of the struggle, we must move 
as quickly a8 possible to link plant and industry organtzetiant together to 
fora area-wide éntermediate workers' organizations. Not to do so would 

turn these plant and industry organizations into their opposites, into 
blockades to the dovelopaent of the struggle of the working class, rather 

than organizations that advance its struggle and promote its revolutionary 
interests, We must base our work on the understanding that. the working 

class 1s one class with one class interest, end that eres-wide intermed- 

iate workers’ organizations will reflect and further the interests and strug- 
gle of the working class as one class more fully than plant or industry 
organizations and will be a tremendously powerful force for the class 
Struggle. Bullding orgenization in plants and 4dndustries does not, of course, 
automatically lead to syndicalism and trade unionism, and such organization 

*, Must be bullt, but this cannot be rt ti to bullding area-wide organizations 
and building the struggle of the work ng class as a whole. 


.  . *Establishing an crea-wide. intermediate workers* organization 1s 

not @ question of building an {n-plent intermediate workers' organization 
in every shop and then signing them up into an area-wide intermed{ate 
workers' organization, but is dialectically related to building organiza- 
tion in plants and industries, Once the basis has bean laid for estab~ 
lishing en area-wide intermadiato workers' organization, this organization 
will in turn further the work of building and strengthening organizations 
in plants and industries, linking thea together and enabling then to play 
a greater role in buiidiag the struggle of the workers in the plants and 


{industries as part of the struggle of the working class as a class for itself. — 


. *In the process of devalaping area-wide intermediate workers’ or- 
ganizations, classwide committees around particular struggles or issues will 
play an important role. 


*Ration-wide committees and/or newsletters which have developed out 
of concrete struggles in particular industrias will also play an faportant 
role in develo ie the struggle and organization of the working class, arid 
the ways must bs found te link tha area-wide intermediate workers’ orgaen- 
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{zations with these casmittessaand newsletters end the etruggles around 
which they develop.

In raising the rain deiand, Jobs cr incure, and bul@ding struggle around 
this--through the petition campaign exd wthor fares--the eaphasis must 

be onjjobs, with incemo fer thas rapid bt ag the secondary aspect. 

This ts the correct way to carry cut tho lime of the Party, as expressed 

in the Prograsme, "Union gcbs at unton wagas--end the sama income for those 
without jobs-- this 1s the uncompromising stand of the working class." 

But, along with this, UU0C must actively wobilize unexployed workers {hi 
“the fight agatast eviction, rapossessions and other attacks thet are. 
mounting el] the tira. 


UNOC wannot bo a “social service” organization, bogged down in end- 
~~ less legal battles over grievances. Netther cen {t be a small propaganda 
- sect “enlightening the unemployed.” But UOC can, by pangs the 
uneaployed in atruyale and uniting this with the struggle of eaployad wor- 
kers, expose and attack the capitalist systea around one of the most glar- 
tng effects of its besic contradicticn, 


ah At the same time, caly tha Party, and not UOC as such, can put out 
the whole pigstura for tiie unceployed and point to socialist revolution 

as the solution to unenploysont.and the other evils of capitalism. By 
working to build UKOC in its own right, es a mess, fighting organization 

of the unemployed, and conducting its cxn Party propaganda and agitation 

tn this context, the Party will be able to racruit ri or the uneaployad 
workers into its own ranks and defeat the efforts of the aad, class, 
through verious phony “progressives," ond evan open reactionaries, to divert 
the servis of the uaseayes into dead-end schemas, away from the ruling 
class and against other workers. 


As the Patty's Prograrms status, "the capitalists, especially in 
times of crisis, do averything they con to pit the employed and unemployed 
against each other, to use the threat of uncmploywant as a club against 
the employed workers! crugg a8 hile using the fact of unesploywant to 
“ ncrease competition fer jobs, force speed-up and overtime and push down 
“ wages. The capitalists try to recruit the unemployed as scabs, and to do 

so utilize every contradiction that capitalism fosters and maintains among 
_ the people--between differant netionalities, men and women, rural workers 
“and urban workers, and many others. The working class. and: {ts Party 
answer this with the fighting slogan, “Employed, unemployed, same crisis, 
same fighti® and mobilize the unemployed behind the battle cry, “He won't 
scab and wa won't starve" 


And the Programms speaks of the importance of building employed/ 
unemployed committees in tha plants and unfons. Already, in several aveas, 
such comaittees have been built end the etruggle of the. rank and file has 
forced the union officials, in some cases, ta give in to the demands $hat 
these committees be cn official part of the union but controlled by the rank 
and: .fiée, : 
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Recently, howaver, the word has cosie down in major unions from 
the International offices that thase committees are “the work of commun- 
ists" and that local anton officials should stop than or control thaw. 
This itself is further indication of the ener cance of these committees, 
in fighttng lay-offs and linking the Struggle of employed and unexployed 
Workers, and carrying this fight tnto the unions. 


On the othor hand, these cemeittees are not iwportent as an end in 
thenselves, but ag part of building tha Fight against layoffs and the unity 
of employed and unenployad workers, It is with this understanding thetvwe 
must take up the bultdin of these coomittees. And even where it 13 not 
itmadiately possible to Firca the unlon heads to make them officfally part 
of the union, while kauping control in the hands of the rank and file, we 
Should unite rank and file workers into comatttees and other foras of 
organization to carry fouard the fight for Jobs, in unity with the un- 
employed and with UOC in particular. 


; The developusnt of area-wide intermediate workers organization will 
also help to strengthen the unity of employed and uneaployed workers. The 
Party must lead these organizations tn taking up the struggle around jobs 
a8 ona of the major campaigns of the working class. Active fighters who 
come forward in UNOC should, together with comaunists in UHOC, work to Tink 
UOC as a whole with these area-wide organizations in major battles against 
the capitalists. 


In the pest period, the conmunist forces, not yet united around ¢ 
single battle plan, did not approach organizing in industry tn @ systematic 
way. But with the formation of the Party this must and can be systematized. 


- The Party, through its leeding bedies, will determine the mein 
industries for concentration and develop the means for caprying this out. 
The most fundamantal bests fer determining this concentration is the 
Strategic importence of certain industries and along with this the degree 
of socialization of the workers, But the Party must also take into account 
the fmportance of buliding struggle ia particular industries for the over- 
al) class struggla at this ties, 


e At tho same time as it carrfes out such concentration, however, and 
aims to turn factorias into fortresses, egpectaily in strategic basic 
prodcution, the Party aust combat the tendsticy toward syndicalism--toward 
viewing the struggle from the point of viaw of ‘a: particular plant industry, 
unfon, instead of from the view of the whole class. That means it must build 
the struggle in these strategic concentrations as part of the overall 
class struggle, and while we iifzing the masses of workers to fight the 
companies and haads of the unions in these industries, must link thig 
with other struggles, not tafling behind trade union consciousness but 
developing the tworkers’ class consciousness, 

The application of the “single spark" method, the development of 
area-wide intervedtate workers’ organizations, building the struggle of — 
the unemployed and uniting employed and unemployed must be carried out 
by the Party in combination with its main concentration in strategic 
industries. And im an overall way the work of the Party on these and 
other fronts must be daveloped with the central task of the Party @oday

We must base our work on 
the fundamental principle that “where there is Oppression there is resis- 
tance." This means that in response to discrimination and other aktacks

back, On the other hand, thay will alse spontancously tend to follow petty 
bourgeois and bourgeois forces ewong their nationality. 


We cannot overcome this tendency through sloganeering about how the 
working class must lead, nor can we defeat patty bourgeois and bourgeols 
influences PRIMARILY by waging ideological struggle af pes these {nfluen- 
ces, though such idecloctal struggle must be waged. . 
we must APPLY the ideology of tha working class in these struggles, uniting 
iWwith the desire and determination of the messes of the oppressed nation-

Battias, | ted, and directing the 
str f thé Source of this oppression, the capitalist system. And 
{ toge er with the masses in these struggles we must persdvere in thea, win 
,a% much as can be won, raise their consctlousness in the process, instill 
in them the outlook of the working class, and recruit into the Party the 
advanced who come forward and grasp this outlook. 
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In carrying thts out we must rely on end wobilize the masses of 
workers of the oe nationalities as the main force in the struggle 
of these nationaliztes and at the same time work to mobilizecthe broadest 
nuaber of workers of all nationalities to take up the battles against nation- 
al oppression as a crucial part of the oe of tha working class -~ as 
a class for itself--against the capitelist class, building the unity of 


' Oppression, including netional Gppression; re 


workers of ell nationalities, AS A CLASS, as the most fundamental unity. 


In doing this, we will be faced with the fact that there will con- 
tinue to be uneven develepsent. Kher a sharp attack comes down on a par~ 
ticular nationality, it will génuraily be the masses of that nationality 
that will move first, gontaneously, h the ereatest numberse-though thig will 
be so in varying degrees, deperding on the concrete cendittons. The Party 
must unite with this resistance and kutid the struggle as broadly as possi- 
bie, while directing the fire égainst the ruling class, But, in order to 
sustain these struggles and develop proletarian leadership in them it ts as- 
sential to work from the start to bultd the unity of workers of a1] national- 
ities in these struggles, ms 


The aim of the Party is to unite the working class as one class and 
to build the broadest possible united front, uniting the masses of people ef 
al] nationalities, under the leadership of the working class. This means 
that our overall objective is to build sass organization that unites people 
Of wi] nationalities in struggles agsinst finpariatlism, The Party canitot make 
4 principle out of organization alon Separate national lines, without giving 
up its rasponsibility as the Party of the working class and its role in bul ld- 
ing one united front under the leadership of the working class. There cannot — 
bé any such thing as the revolutionary mass organization for Black people, 
the revolutionary mass organization for Chicanos, etc.--this approach in fact 
reduces the united front to e “grand coalition" of Separate constituencies, 
oF does not build unity based on the interests and outlook of the working 


On the other hand, in certain conditions, where it is the best beans to 
advance particular struggles, the Patty should unite with people of a parti- 
cular nationality in forws of nth al inl ob based among that nationality. In 
Some cases where conditions require it, it will be correct for the Ferty to 
initiate such forms, togethar with active fighters against a particular at- 
tack; in other cases, the bs will find it necessary to work in such netien- 
al forms initiated spontansous y and under petty bourgeois or bourgeois lead- 
ership. But in any casé, the aiw of the Party in carrying out this work must 
be to work toward linking the masses in these organizations with other forces 
in the struggle and ay ng the unity of all who can be united, of all nation- 
alities, organizationally as well as politically, while consisteatly basing 
ae work on and bringing forward the revolutionary ideology of the working 
class, ee 


‘The overall basis for this is to build the moveaent of the working 
Class a$ the vanguard fighter against al} oppression, including national op- 
pression, The key toe this, as stressed before {¢ to develop agitation in 


Connection with actual Struggle~-agitation linking exploitatéon in the plant, 


the outrages and abuses there, to the oppression of workers and other strata 
and groups throughout sociaty, including especially the uppression of minority 
nationalities--so that, as Lenin put it, even “the most backward worker wilt 
understand or will feel" that these other groups are being "abused and out- 
raged by those same dark forces that ere oppressing and crushing him at ever 
step of his life. Feeling that, he himself will be filled with an irresistible 
desire to react...“ (What is to be Done?, eaphasis Lenin's). 


And, at any given time, we wust unite the advanced workers of a1] na~ 
tionalitias, in various foras of organization, in the main battles against 
ty on and lead thea to take those 
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battles broadly among the workers and among the oppressed nationalities; — 
aad Build unity between the warkors' movement and the muvewents ef the ce~ 
prone nationalities through the course of many euch battles, Tits is a 

ong-term process and will not be accomplished overnight--but we must con~ 


tinue to advance it as far as possible through each decisive battle, 


At the save time, we must bage our work on the understanding that it 
1s primarily in the class struggle {tself--the struggle of the dorking class 
as @ class for itself--that workers of all nationalities will develop their 
Class consciousness and unity. verging the national movements with the 
workers movetant as the core of the united front must and can be done only 

as part of the overall process of rape the working class as a whole 

in the all-around fight against the capitalist system, biineiag to the fore 
the basic class conflict tn society end pointing the way to proletarian re- 
Volution as the only means to resolve this conflict. This is the basis on 
which we lead the working class {n taking up the fight eh all oppressicn, 
including national ea ari because the work! he class is a missionary 
group, or the “bast liberals," but because it 1s the only revolutionary class, 
and can emancipate itself only by emancipating all humanity, can overthrow 

its exploiters only by building the broadest united front against thes, under 
_ the leadership of its Party. : 


In this light it is important to point out that the tendency to teil 
after bourgeois nationelisa = the oppressed nationalities constitutes 

at the present time the main deviation in the Party around the fational 
question. While communists in the recent past have waged considerable strug- 
gle against this tendency--and at the same time heave continued to struggle 
against white chauvinism--this struggle has only begun to get to the roots 

of this deviation. 


‘This fs shown in the events fn Boston where the tendency to regard 
all white workers opposing the busing plan as “Just racists,“ revealed it~ 
self very strongly, even among the genuine communists. And it is shown fn 
the fact that rags Palas still regard the cde lr against national op~ 
aber! as THE IMPORTANT STRUGGLE and are strongly influenced by the notion 
hat the working class should be “the best of all liberals” and fight nation- 
4] oppression from that standpoint. 


At its basis, this deviation reflects the thinking that, when all {s 
Said and done it is not the working class, after all, that {2 the only truly 
revolutionary force in soctety, but it is Black people or the oppressed 
nationalities, separate from the rest of the working class. Or, it may find 
expression in the idea thet, “yes, the working class 1s the revolutionary 
force, but"--but it is not really the working class because “there {s some- 
thing about those white rial Sipe hiral tham, rather then the ruling class 
in fact, for attacks on the oppressed na jonalities and for chauvinist ideo- 
logy. Kong with this 1s the continuing tendency to overestimate the CLASS 
CONSCIOUSNESS of workers of the oppressed nationalities--or to confuse ne- 
tional consciousness with class consciousness~-which explains why wany cod 
rades still ure surprisdd whan workers:éf the oppressed nationalities are 
influenced by petty bourgeois or bourgeois forces of their nationality. It 
1s the duty of our Party to develop class consciousness among workers of a1] 


-- nationalities, and wa can only perform that duty by rooting out deviations 


from the {deofogy of the working class in our own ranks, in the course of 
building the struggle of the working class. 
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the other hand, amony the messes the maria wane: krournd tha naciundi

its work, tha Party must Systenatize and concentrate its work, and the strug~ 

gla of the masses, around the main lines of bettie. At the present time, 
hese battles shape up mainly in the fight against discrintnation--in work 

and throughout soctaty--against police repression and terrer, and against 

.. deportation. 


With unemployment grewing end speed-up and harassment intens{ fying 
on the job, minority workers ara Alt especially hard. Oiscrimination in 
HALTS promotion and in firing are at the heart of this, Spontaneously, 
and with the conscious work of petty bourgeois and bourgeois forces amon 
the oppressed nationalities (es well as cartein opportunist “commnists”), 
many minority workers tend to Sea this staply from a nationalist point of 
view and are influenced by schanes that afm to equalize the misery--and 
divide the class-«such as “supareseniority.” These schemas re-inforce the 
bourgeotsie's line that the Fight against discrimination 1% a fight against 
White workers=-a line which soontenecusly, and because of the bourgeoisie's 
propaganda, many white workers are influenced by, 


While rejecting and fighting such schemes--and the outlook they re- 
present--the Party must actively take up and aobflize the working class in 
the fight against discriuination, and must build Struggle for the upgrading 
Of minority workers held in the lowest job categories, while es the 
ppearhead against the capitalist: and forcing then to pay. Instead o "Super- 
Seniority,” the demand that the working class and the arty must raise ig 
No Lay-Offsi--and we must build active rhb le around this, uniting workers 

Of all nationalities, Again, the key to t fs is that comrades must be good 
at developing agitatton around particular abuses that highlight for the masses 
the whole chain of outrages, abdsmust organize. this anger into militant, dis~ 
ciplined Struggla--including, as « key part of this, struggle against dise 
crimination in various foras on tha Job. 


AS our Party's Programe points out, besides discrimination on the 
Job, national oppression comas down in the fact that the oppressed nation- 
alities ara forced inte “the bottom of the housing barrel, the worsécof bad 
health care and other social services.“ As tie crisis deepens, social ser- 


| vices for the masses will continue to go from bad to worse--as reflected 


dramatically in the bankruptcy of New York City and the closing of many 
Schools, among other things. And the oppressed nationalities are especially 
hard hit in this area too, bs

The bourgestete's srseay~-28 eoean In Betton end re ther pleces. wil) 
ba to attempt to forca the masses to fight a ng theaselves, tailing waite 
workers to protect what little they have “from the winorities,” and pro- 
wating among the atroriites the line that they should “take {t free the 
witte workers, who are keeping it from you.* The Perty aust mooilize the 
masses of pasple to smash through these divide and conquer schemes, bulid- 
ing active struggle, uniting the wiegses of all nationalities around the 
dwtands, “No cutbacks ia social services, fight for better health tare, ed« 
ucation and other social services...fight for decent housing and neighbor~ 
hoods*--and in that context build the fight against discrimination and around 
the demand for “Equality in education and all social services,” directing 
the spearhead against the capttalist class, 


_,. This struggle will take many foras--rent strikes, dewonstrations at 
_ hospitals, against goverment ayencte school boards, atc. And tn all 

these battles the Party must build untty between the struggles of the 
people in the cowaunity and the workers, and others who can be united with 
(teachers, professionals, etc.) in the hosptials, schocls, etc, 


Police terror has become al] the more Wwidaspreed and vicious ag the 
impertalist crisis deepens. While police repression is a fact of Iéfe in _ 4 
all working class communities--end it is not correct to say “police shoot 
down minorities in their comaunities, and white workers get it on the picket 
line (only)," police terror is especially Severe at this time in the communt. 
ties of the oppressed nationalities. 


_ Why? Because, with unaaploywent on @ massive scale in many of these 
costaunitias and housing and social services crumbling at the most rapid 
rate, the ruling class néeds to terrorize the people to forcibly keep them 
in this situation and to beat beck sie He against these conditions. On 
the other hand, in cowaunities that 1t plans to “redevelop,” etc. the ruling 
class also concentrates police terror with the aim of driving people out. 
While all this affects many working class comaunities, the oppressed nation- 
elities are espectally hard hit. 


At the Same tine, the ruling class seizes on the fact that these cons 
_— dittons, and the desperetion they create anong wany, leads to widespread 
crime, espactally in the communities of the oppressed nationalities. Using 
Street crime as a pretext, the ruling class intensifies its terror of these 
communities as a whole, As the Party's Programa states, “Capitalist soctfety, 
which 18 based on the robbery of the working class by the bourgeolsie, breeds 
crime on all levels. The capitalists theaselves are the greatest criminals 
Of all time, and there is no way they can eliminate crime." 


Workers in their couaunities--ard this is especially so in the ghet~ 
tos and barrios of the oppressed nationalities--are caught between the ter- 
ror of the lumpenproletariat and the even greater terror of the police, who 
generally work hand in hand with the “street criminals.” . Coasiuntsts should 
take up the question of how to mobilize the masses--in coueunities of the 
oppressed nationalities and other cowmunities where workers face this situ- 
ation in their neighborhoods--to organize self-defense, in al] forms, against 
both the criminals and police repression and terror. se 
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ds This must be done by applying the mass line--organizing the anger af 
the masses thenselwer fa ¢ decioline! wav, and relying on the massege-and 
nGL through any individueiisa of COMMUNISTS, Substituting for the actica of 
the masses themselves. It must ba bulit ag one part of the breader strug- 
gle, in mgny foras, tneluding giass dencastrations and other mass actions, 
against police repression and terror, and in the context of the overall atrug- 
gle against the inpertalist system and of the main concentration of that 


Struggle and the Party's work now. In the course ef this communists must di- 


rect the spearhead of the struggle ageinst the real enewies of the work ing 
Class and combat tendencies te vigilantetem, 


In taking up this fight, the Party must also combat schemes for “com- 
munity control of police” or uptopian ideas such as *aliminating police from 
the Black community" or “Black cops for the Black community," which can in no 
way unite the masses of people to resist police terror and repression, and 
hit at its source, the capitalist System, More, while actively joining with 
the masses in le in many forms against this repression and terror, the 
Party must expose the role of the police a3 an armed force of bourgeols dic- 
tatorship, a main si ha of the capitalist state, and point to proletarian 
revolution and proletartan dictatorship as the only way to eliminate police 
terror and the other evils of capitalism. 


In recent years, the rulieg class hes stepped up deportations of im- 

ras He carrying this out through @ campaign of harassment and terror, 

both ‘in the comaunities and work places. This is directly tied to the grow- 
tng crisis, which like all capitalist crisis leads to a widespread situation 
where, as Marx and Engels put it in the "Comunist Manifesto,” the capitalist 
class is unable “to assure an existence te {ts slave within his slavery, be 
cause it cannot help letting him sink inte such a state, that it has to feed 
him {nstead of being fad by hin.” 


Tha answer of the tuling class is to intensify its exploitation and 
attacks on the working class, but in the case of femtgrant workers, one of 
tha main forus this takes is to force thea out of the country, 30 that the 
bourgeoisie has fewer workers that it must “feed, instead of being fed by.” 
At tha sama time, the ruling class tries to make use of its terror campaign 
of deportations to further divisions withini the working class, especially 
between American and foreign-born workers in this case. 


. .. The Party must organize the working class to answer this attack with 
militant struggle. We must organize resistance, in the communities and 
right on the mi floor, whan the lavigration Department attempts to carry 

out its raids. To simply conduct propaganda about this outrage and te do 

nothing to build struggle to stop it, especially when it happens right where 
communists work, fs not to act as communists, but to fall te give; leadership 
to the working class in meeting this attack. 


And beyond building such active resistance to immediate raide and at- 
tacks, the policy of the working class and the Party must be to actively ine 
volve all fasigrant workers in the unions, other organizetions end struggles 
of the working class and to expose and combat the chauvinist propaganda of 
the ruling class that puts the blawe for the crisis, for uneaployment and 
the suffering of the peak. class on foreign workers. As in all struggles, 
we must direct the spearhead squarely against the real anamye-the capitalist 
class and the capitalist system of axploltation~-and unite the working cless, 
. together with its allies, in struggle against this eneay.

wain areas now, and by applying the policy of the Party in the struggle a- 
gelnet national Gsprasiian-"vueckiag at it frou wwe stdea" and build agi the 
é&truggie against national oppression as part of the overall class struggle 
in the way swanartzed earlierews afi enable the working class te make the 
greatest strides toward merging the workers! movement and the movements of 
the opprazsed natioaslities es the cora of the united front under the lead 
ership of the working cléss and the Party. This will be @ key part of ade 
vancing the seruagis of tha working class, leading all who can oe united, 
toward the goal of proletarian revolution, 


While concentrating our main work in the struggle of the preletartat 
itself, it is also iwportant for the Party to work among al] strata, al) 
social movexents againet the rul tix class, in order to build the broadest 
possible united front. But, especially in red ile aong these strata and 
in these wovemants it {s dectsive to keap firmly in mind that the untted 
front is the proletariat's strategy for lL revolution--the united front 
is not, as the Party's Programa euphasizes, “a ‘grand coalition’ of ‘dif- 
ferent constituencies,’ nor is it built b& piecing together different ‘united 
fronts’ of separate groups-'Black United ront,' ‘Howan's United front,’ ' 
‘Uaited Front of the Trade Unions,’ etc. The united front ig the overall 
political plan of the proletariatiéor brin ing together under its leadership 
- all possible social forces and movements, in order to concentrate the most 
powerful blows against the ruling class and defeat it...The policy of tha 
proletariat and its Party in bud ee the united front against tmpertal isa 
under its leadarship is: to unite with these en aging in every such battle; 
to make clear through the course of those Struggles the comen eneay and the 
common cause of the masses of saree to develop fighters on one front against 
the eneay Into fighters on all fronts; and to show how all these contredic- 
tions arise from and relate to the basic contradiction between the proletar- 
fat and the bourgeoisfe and can oily be finally reselved through the revolu- 
tionary resolution of this basic contradiction--the telzure of power by the 
proletariat and the continuation of the revolution to the elimination of 

classes and class conflict." 


In carrying out this werk, comrades must firmly base thesselves ong 
_ and bring forward, the ideology of the proletariat and no other class. On 
~ the other hand, they aust ba good at applying this ideology in a living way 
in any particular Situation to develop polictes that can mobilize the great. 
est numbers of people in struggle, direct the spearhead of the set do 
against the imperfalist enemy and unite a1] who can be united against this 
engmy in the process. 


One of the Party's most important areas of work ts developing struggle 
and revolutionary organization among youth, and students. As our Party's 
Programme states, “The probleas of youth, however, are growing. Not only 
is 1t harder to get into and stay in school, but with or without a high 
school or college dipiome, jobs are hard to find. The unemployment rate 
for re ier is several times the general rete, and 1s even higher for 
Black and Latin youth. In addition, young paopie face ia Ge inequality, 
police harassment, and the threat of iaving to be cannon fodder in an iaper- 
ialist war. But the most basic poe the masses of you peels fase is 
the fact that tmperteliga is unable to offar thew a life with @ purpose... 
There 1s only one path that offers youth a genuine opportunity to put to use 
Its enthusiasia, its innovativeness, ite daring and its determination to 

Change the world--proletarian revolution, Here and only here will they gen- 
uinely find a life with e purpose." : 
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Taking this inte accowut, in the context of tha overall tasks and 
main concentration of tha Party's work in the per ie ahead, tha Party must 
assign cadre to work systematically azcag youth--to unite with the broad 
-- gasses Of youth in struggle around the mata questions facing youth, to de- 
* yelop mass organization of youth, especially working class gga to carry 
~ forward these strugglas, and link them with the ovarall fight against tmper- 

» falism, led by the working class and tha Party. And through the course of 
this, the Party must work to build comcuntst organizetion auong youth. 


While our objective {3 te recruit, develop and train advanced workers, 
young and old, as Party cadre, we aust take inte account the special charac- 
teristics of youth--both the positive acpacts of dering, cetersiination to 
make change, to refuse to accept things the way they aro, etc. and, second= 
* arily, tha negative ascect that they have sot yet developed the discipline 
‘and expertonce that tha proleterict gaina in production and class struggle. 
To deal with this corrcetiy, wa must develes o comcunist youth organization 
that 1s separate from but wider the jedderehtp of tho Party and will-oas 
the Party's arm emong youtheeenablo more and more young peaple to fight for 
_ the eles cless ina thorughgoing way and to find “a life with a purpose,“ 
“while enabling the Party to work with thom in a systematic way, help even 
the most advanced to boetws core stegicd in struggle, end recrult the most 


dedicated and disciplined into the Party. 


« The general aes o? tha Party, however, should not be to steer 
young workers into this orgnaization, if thoy are in tho plants and other 
, Work places, or if thay have had experience in procuction end class struggle 
‘and have, through this expertence end the werk ef communists, devaloped — 
class consciousness and want to act as cexmunist cadea.. Instead, these work- 
ers should ba recruited directly inte the Party itself. : 
: The main base of the comiunist yout orgenization will be peal class 
uth in schools, including high schools, exong tha uneaployad--espectally 
nose who have not workod at all, or hava ked only cn unstable relation to 
production, ete. At the soma tine, while its mata base must be eh eal 
class youth, this communist youti organization will alse include youth from 
othar Strata--particularly studentseeuko teka up the stord of tha working 
class and want to fight for prelotarian revolution. 


_ Such non-working youth, ospecially eturents, dospita differences in 
class background, do shave csny of the seme charecteristics as working class 
youth--espectally the cesire snd search for a Tifa with a purpose, and the 
daring and determination ta cliange the world. Bur thesa néngproletardan youn 
mustotake.up.the:outlook of tha working class in Joining the cercunist youth 
organizaticn--this orcanigation canst be a “entted front organization,” re- 
presenting different and conflicting class viewgotmis, but a communist organi- 
zation, reprosanting and sarving tha struggle of the working class. 


The Party, on the basis ef svasing up tha develomcat of revolutionary 
agen catlen atong stuisnts--and specifically tha Negoluttenary Student Ort- 
gede--in recent years, has adopted tho policy of transfering tha RSB into a 
comnunist student organization at this ¢ima. The ASO dovelepad in a period 
when, overall, the leval of streggla and organtzatien acong masses of stue 
dents was not at tho smo place es it was in the late 1950's. On the one 
hand, thera was wot tho sect broad atrucaloe-nor the ehorp focus, such as | 
the Vietnan war, or tho rising tide of Dieck libaration strosglee-thet masses 
of students ware in eoticn around, at the high point of the student movement 
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{n the 60's. On the other hand, with the growing crisis of inpertelisa and 
the intensifying attacks on not only the working glass, but also other strata, 
including students--there hus developed among students broadly a general re- 
cognition that something is rotten with the whole system, but that fighting 

it 18 serfous businoss, and that studants cannot by thanselves, or az the 
main forca, make fundamental change. 


This means that, on the dhe hand, it has been rore difficult than at 
the high point of tho ‘60s, to devalop broad-based struggle aang students. 
But on the other hand it as also maant that whore studonts have gona into 
ria de it has often basn with aven mora seriousness end determination than 
in past. All this, coupled with the growth and dovalopacat of the work- 
ers’ movesiont, hos maane thet studonts who have come forward and remained 
active in many mgt bed tho have shown a strong cesige to fight the imper- 
dalist system on all fronts, ara also demanding basic anskars about the na~ 
ture of the struggle and tho relaticn betuoen the student movement and the 
_ overall revolutionary struggle against iopertaliam. And kore and more these 
students look to the working class as tho leading force in the struggle. 


é In this situation the &SB Badd rode an important role in building 
- . struggle among students, in uniting wmite and minority students in this strug- 
gle, and in consolidating the advanced forces into ravolutionary organization. 
ut, under the particular circumstances summarized cbsve, this consolidation 
has not bee thorough enough and has reprosented a kind of “cowbining two inte 


,, One. 


- Most of the students eho have Joined the RSB, as a “revolutionary" 

_ organization (with “revoluticnary® vaguely defined), have had--and must 

' have had--a very advanced understanding of the nature of the struggle, but 

~ objectively, most of shen have been able to advance only so far--to “anti- 
Ampertalist" or “revolutionary” undorstanding-eand no farther--nottto a full 

‘communist understanding, even though they are reaching for this understanding. 

So, while most of the studants ective in the RSB have considered thensel ves 

communists, in a general sense, they have tried to water this down, in work- 

dng among other students--and evar in discussion within the RSD--1n order to 

fit in with the “anti-imperialist” (or vague “revolutionary*) level of the 

RSB, as {it has been in the past. 


In other words, most of the marbers of the RSB in the recent past 
have considered thenselvas and wanted to ba communists, but they have not

The error of “combining two into one” hes also showed itself ren 
in the work of communists in the past period {n the area of propaganda a 
culture. And this error is especially deadly in this aree--because it {s 
exactly here that the {deology of the working class and the fact that prole- 

tartan revolution is the answer to the avils of capitalism must be fully and 


se forcefully expressed. 


This error has show itself evi ela im the “sati-fapertalist 
workers papers," which have poeseen tly fallen into presence a “third ideo. 
logy"=-"anti-tepertalisa." In act, there can be no such “third ideology," 

and the result of these errors has been that the feed to fight imperialism 

_ was bbought forward, but the need to overthrow it and replace it with the 
rule of the working class and soclaliaw was not consistently or thorough) 
explained, leaving the impression that the contradictions that ony pare e 
{ate motion against imperialism can be solved under impertallameawhich, tn 
the final analysis, is bourgeois édeology. Coupled with this there has often 

been the tendency to present “soctalism® as separate frow the struggle of 
ia pi olde class--the spacial concern of communists, divorced froa the work- 
ng class, 


One result and manifestation of these errors inthe “Tantt-{apertaliet 
workers papers" has been the way in which the role of communists has been 
resented in these papers. Usspite the fact that comaunists have played the 

Neadtna role in these papers, often the “who We Are” editorials and similar 
statements in tha papers hava apologized for the presence of comaunists-- 
"wall, we have these communists, but we keep thea in line," has often been 
the way it has cows off, 


On the basis of suming up this error, this can and must be changed. 
These papers should be the voice of the Party in the lecal area and be openly 
led by Party members. This does not wean that they should say on the maste 
head, "Voice of the Revolutionary Comsunist Party," (though it should be 
made clear in the papers themselves that they are the voice of the war Nor 
does it mean that these papers should be the “local verston of REVOLUT On, 
or. try to fulfill exactly the same function as REVOLUTION, 


What 1t does mean 1s that these papers should put out the Party's 
ling, with their meier emphasis on shorter, agitationel articles about local 
“end regional struggles and the development of national campaigns and struggles 


é 
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in the area, These papers should also, as their sacondary mens ss put 
out the Party's line on major questions of the day, natfonally and ntere 
nationally; and they should run soe broader propecerde articles suming up 
the generat Situation and the road forward for the working class, and @x- 
plaining, in popular fora, important questions of communist theory. 


ae These yepers should solicit articles and letters frum workers not in 

the oy and should strive to heve many noneParty people active in distri- 

buting them inside work places, at dag gates, unexployment offices, in the 
communities, etc. People not in t Party should also be encouraged, on 
the basis of agreenent with the ors Vine, to work actively on the staff 
of ‘these papers. But, once again, the fundamental point 1s that these 
papers must put out the line of the Party and put forward the stand of the 
working class and no other, 


Under the direction of the Central Conmittee of the Party (and {ts 
standing bodies) a news survice will be duveloped to assistnthe local papers. 
This news service will issue saveral articles centrally each sonth to the 
local papers on key questions and shite | Ae ‘(as well as sending other water-~ 
fais, such as pictures, etc.) This wi strengthen the Party's leadership 
in the local papars and the presentaiton of the untfied line of the Party on 
these key questions and chides He and it will aid comrades leading these 
papers to peeent the struggle in the local area in the overall context of 
the struggle of the working class as a whole. ; 


REVOLUTION is openly the ore of the Central Comittee of the Party. 
As such its role is to put out to arty meabers, advanced workers and others 
who look to the Pa for pr sntiol the line of the Party on major questions 
and important struggles for the working class as a whole, in this country 

‘Gnd internationally; to explain lines and policies of the Party atid {mpor- 
‘tant questions of theory; to expose and reveal the class nature of the enaaies 
of the working class, both outside and within the ranks of the working class 
movement; to sum up developaents around major al of the Party; and to 
sum up key areas and key exwaples. of the Party's work. 


REVOLUTION cannot, of course, take the place of inner-Party directives 
from tha Central Coumittee (and its standing bodies), summing up the work of 
the Party, dealing with inner-Party struggle, and so on. And it cannot be 
& Separate center of leadership, summing up the struggle of the working class 
and the work of the Party on its own, for this could create the basts for tt 
to becowe a second center, a bourgeots headquarters. But, undar the direct 
leadership of the Central Committee (and its Standing bodies), and as the 
organ of the Central Commfttee, REVOLUTION can and gust put out tha line of 
the Party around major questions confronting the working class, in the way 
susacrized above. 


We should encourage advanced workers to read both REVOLUTION and the 
local papers,and, along with Party menbors, to wake use of the local paper 
asa rd ig reach large nuabers of intermediate workers in their plants and 
comaunities. ; 


The Party, in addition to REVOLUTION and the local pepers, will also 
publish a theoretical journal on a regular basis, several times a year. And 
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ft will, of course, put cut many agitational leaflets and produce many pane 
phiets, dealing with particular questions and struggles and their relation 
@ overall class struggle, in popular fora. Through such leaflets, pazi- 
phlets, and the broed use of the local papers, the Petty will not only stren- 
gthen Its work {mn shops where it hag cadre, but will also be able in vat & 
_Ca8es to wake contact end eere op ties with workers in important shops where 
the Party has not been able to place cadre, 


__ While, in tha past, the work of communists in the area of culture, 
as well as propaganda, has fallen frequently into “combining two inte one” 
(Sahti-impertalism and catering to the petty bourgeoisie), there have also 
been serps H more positive exexples of proletartan cul ture and propagan- 
da--tn music, film and other fields--that have put forward the stand of the 
working class around iuportant questions and struggles in a powerful and 
popular way. Where this has been done it has been enthustastically embraced 

y masses of workers and has served as an inspiration and tmpetus to their

This in so because "The Party reflects and 
concentrates the organiwatlon and disetpline of the workings class itself, 
and steels 4t with an iron will in the struggle afainst cupllaliem." (Varty 
Programme), To do this the Party must now organize lts forces to carry out 
its line and policies in the most unified, concentrated and systematic 
Way. 


The ideological basis for this 1s that all comrades must put the loter~ 
erst of the working Glass, as vepresented by the Party, (Alyvet, and shoulder 
whatever responsibilities the Party's work requires, Only ln this way 
can the Party play ite vanguard role; 1n particular, only 1n this way can 
1t achieve the nocessary concentration in key industries and areas of Btrug- 
gle and develop newer and weaker areas, especially those that have partic- 
ular Importance for the class struggle, and focus its forces and the atryzele 
of the masse on the key battles in the period ahead. ; 


The peneral princlples of orvanization of the Party are summarized in 
the Party's Constitution, which should be studied and discussed by the whole 


\ Party (and all new recruits in the future), But what is especially impor- 


tant to take up in this report Is the relationship between democracy and cen- 


 tralism in the Party. 


In the past there has been some confusion anong, comrades about which ts

Democracy and cantralism form a contradiction, a unity of opposites, It 


. 1s not possible to fully develop the one without the other, and there 


can never. be all democracy or all centralisn (though the relation of the as- 
pects can change, so that sometimes centralism is principal over democracy.) 
Democracy means, in essence, the initiative of cadre, the flow of ideas, 


opinions, criticism etc. from the whole niembership to the Party leadership 


(the Party "center" ), Centrallem, in essence, 1s the centralization, the 


concentration of correct ideas, the summing up by. leadership of the opinions, 


eriticlsms, etc. of the’ whole membership, throurh the organized structure 


/0f the Party, On the basin of this whole procens, the Varty unites in will 


and action to lead the proletariat and the broad masses in the revolutionary 
struggle against capitalism. 


iif there 1s no initiative from the cadre, no flow of ideas, criticisms, 


“etc, to the "center" of the Party, then how can the center concentrate 


correct ideas? It is the cadre, the membership as a whole, and not a few 


leading members, who have the most direct and broadest contact with the mas- 
ses and the class strigele. This 1s the SOURCE of correct ldeas and cor- 
‘rect lines and polictes for the Party.

In other words, in the correct, hiarxist understanding of the relation- 
ship between practice and theory, fhe correct functioning of democratic 
centralism 1s fundamentally a questlon of ideological and political line-- 
the flow and correct concentration of ideas, through the application of 

. Larkism-Loninism, and the uniting of the whole Party to carry out its lines 
and polictes based on this, 


We must learn from the weaknesses and mistakes of the Communist Party 
~UBA even when it was a revolutionary organization. As the Progranne of our 
, Party: pointa out, there developed a strong tendnecy in the’ Communist ‘arty 
» to regard theory as the province of the leadership only, while at the sane 

_ time the leadership isolated Itself more and more from the Party meubership 
- and the actual struggle of the working class. This amounts to nothing: less 
than the separation of theory from practice, which, 1f 1t is persis ted in, 
can only lead to revislonisn, 
In such clrcunstancos Party leadership becomes more and more based on 
_ bourgeois standanis and bourseois polities. Farty leaders become more and 
' more- concerned with protecting their privileged position--for that ts what 
loadernhip becomes in this situation--and less and less concerned with 
linking thenselves, and the whole Party, with the workine class and Loading: 
its struggle to the revolutionary goal by applyin: harxisn-Leninism, and 
pract y the mass line. hey begin to think and act like the bourgeoisie-~ 
‘Lt is not by accident that, when the CL went thoroughly revisionist in the 
(19508, many (though not all) of the top CF leaders were engaged 1n sharp 
factlonal disputes to determine who would get what share of the considerable 
funds donated to the Party, 


As the Propramme of our Varty emphasizes, suming up the betrayel by the 
Communist Party, it 15 essential, in order to prevent such bourgeois cor- 
ruption, to consistently follow tho policy of “Linking the Party as a whole, 
including its leadership, with the masses, and conducting struggle through- 
out the Party to determine the correct dine based on the study of Marxism- 
Leninism and its application to the actual situation." The whole Party must 
take this up as a life and death question, a dividing line between Marxism 
and revistonism, between serving; and betraying the working class; and on this 
basis, through the struggle to grasp and apply the correct ideological and 
political line, the Party nenbership as a whole must supervise the Party 
leadership.
